Attorney Crowe 
Wins First Skirmish in 
Fight for Early Hearing 
in Franks Case. 


ACCUSED YOUTHS 
PLEAD NOT GUILTY 


Preliminary Motions to 
Come Up July 21 — 
Darrow Indicats He Mey 
Seek Change of Venue. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, June 11.—State’s At- 
torney Crowe today won his first 
skirmish for an early trial of Na- 
than Leopold Jr. and Richard 
Loeb, confessed kidnapers and 
slayers of Robert Franks, when the 
trial was set for Aug. 4. 

Both boys pleaded not guilty 
when arraigned before Chief Jus- 
tice Caverly. Mr. Crowe demand- 
ed a speedy trial, asking July 15 
as the date, but Attorneys Clar- 
ence Darrow and Benjamin Bach- 
rach of the defense objected. 

Judge Caverly then fixed July 
21 to dispose of preliminary mo- 
tions and set the trial for Aug. 4. 
Defense coungel declared they did 
not believe it would be possible to 
de prepared for trial at that time. 
but said they would do everything 
possible to be ready, making the 
reservation, however, that if that 
were not possible they would then 
ask for more time. A hint that a 
change of venue might be asked 
later was seen in Attorney Dar- 
row’s objection to the early date 
when he declared that there was 
no man in Chicago who would say 
that the case had not been preju- 
diced. The publicity given to the 
case would prevent a fai trial, he 
declared. 

Denies “Hanging Statement.” 

The- defense also declared that 
State's Attorney Crowe had made 
public statements that he would 
hang the two prisoners. 

Crowe dénied having made such 
a statement. 

Digniffed and serious, the sone of 
two millionaires walked calmly into 
a stilled courtroom to face a curious 
crowd that had only a few moments 
before had fought to gain admis- 
sion. Instead of being handcuffed to 
deputies, as is customary with pris- 
oners charged with murder, the 


two boys were looped to their 
guards by + sit of “‘come-ons’’— 
thongs about their wrists held by 
thefr guards. 

Their eyes straight to the front, 
they walked to the Judge’s bench, 
where they listened calmly to the 
discussion among attorneys of the 
charges, the possible death penalty, 
and the other )egalities.

Franks’ Father in Court. 

Asked.to plead to the charges, 
the two youths in strong, clear 
voices, easily audible throughout 
the courtroom, said they were not 
guilty. 

Only one member of the three 
wealthy families involved was pres- 
ent in the courtroom: He was Ja- 
cob Franks, father of the slain boy. 
He s&t in the rear of the room, his 
head bowed, as the young men 
pleaded to the charges. 

Extra deputies were assigned to 
the courtroom to control the crowd. 

Informed last night that their 
names were on the arraignment 
call for this morning, neither Leo- 


pold nor Loeb manifested any con- 


cern.

The bodies of a man, shot to 
@eath, and a woman, her throat 
cut, were found at dawn today be- 
gide the Alton-Edwardsville high- 


Edwardsville. Both, it appeared, 
had been killed by others, probably 


since mifnight. 

The man was Peter Aiello, an 
Alton barber about 22 years old. 
The woman was Dorothy Kite, 21 
who had been known as Aielio’s 
housekeeper since his wife divorced 
him a year ago. 

Investigation of the matter, 4 
the Madison County Sheriff's of- 
fice and by he police of Alton 
and Edwardsville, has developed 
two theories, the first of which at- 
tributes the double crime to a boot- 
legging feud, and the other ascrib- 
{ng it to jealousy over the woman. 

In Plain View by Roadside. 

Two Edwardsville men, leaving 

home on a fishing trip, found the 


plain view by the roadside. The 
place is 50 feet west of Cahokia 
Creek bridge, and a point just be- 


‘around a hill. 

The woman's body lay in a ditch 
at the north side of the road. Blood 
and marks on, the slope above and 
upon a clump of bushes, indicated 
that the body had been thrown or 
laid there and had rolled down. 

The wound across the throat was 
deep. and appeared to have been 
the cause of death, though there 
were also bullet wounds de- 


hind the left ear and in the left 


wrist. The throat wound appeared 
fresh and blood was still flowing 
when the body was found. 

Cuts on her hands, as if she had 
grasped the knife or stiletto with 
which she was attacked, and gashes 
on the chin and forehead, with 
bruises on the body, showed that 
she had fought for her life. Her

woman's head, and his head at the 


bullet, fired into the left side of 
the head, had come out of the 
ght side, and the hair about the 
‘ound was burned, as if the shot 
had deen at close range.

NEW BUILDING PERMIT MARK 


$332,000,000 Worth Issued in Coun- 
: try Last Month.

CHICAGO, June 11.—Building 
permits issued throughout the 
country in May were of larger vol- 
ume than for any previous May in 
the nation’s building history, ac- 
cording to a report made last night 
by a large building financier. In 
328 leading cities and towns, 3332. 
000,000 worth of permits were is- 


000 in May, 1923, a gain of 8 per 
cent. 


New York gained $25.090,000. 
The 25 most important cities re- 
ported gains of $29,000,000, ur 16 
per cent over May, 1923, and $44,- 
600,000, or 26 per cent, over May, 
1922. The survey shows a general 
décline in building operations in 
the smaller cities and towns. The 
far Western groups of states 
showed declines of more than 25 
per cent. The Southern and Cen- 
tral States reported substantially 
the same volume of permits in May 
last year, while the Eastern Siates 
gained 30 per cent. Further soft- 
pening during May in the cost of 
some building material was report- 
ed. but no general tendency was 
shown toward any reduction in he 
cost of building labor.

has indicated that the time has 
come when the President is pre- 
paring to abandon his “hands off“ 
policy and dictate the nomination. 

Dr. E. B. Clements, new national 
committeeman from Missouri, 
summoned to Butler’s rooms in the 
Hotel Cleveland this morning, and 
was questioned by Butler as to 
whether Hadley would accept the 
nomination if it was tendered to 
him. Clements refused ¢o discuss 
the conference with newspaper 
men, but told others in the Mis- 
souri Republican organization 
what had occurred. 

Reported Reply of Clements. 

As relayed the information was 
that Butler directly asked Clem- 
ents whether Hadley was in a po- 
sition to accept the nomination. 
Clements is said to have replied 
that if Hadley should seek his ad- 
vice on the matter he would ad- 


if it was tendered to him. 

According to information here, 
coming from Republicans friendly 
to Gov. Hyde in his candidacy for 
the nomination, Hadley for several 
reasons is in no position to con- 
sider the vice presidency. In the 
first place he is committed to Hyde, 
though there probably would be no 
difficulty about that as it seems 
virtually certain that if the Cool- 
idge managers pass the word out 
that they have decided on the can- 
didate they want then Hyde’s name 
will not go before the convention. 

It also is said that Hadley has 
indicated that he has no disposi- 
tion for further political hofiors 
and that he intends to remain in 
educational work the remainder of 
his life. 

Second Inquiry About Hadley. 

So far as is known here the But- 
ler inquiry has not been communi- 
cated to Hadley, though it is as- 
sumed it was made for that pur- 
pose. It was the second time Had- 
ley’s name had been suggested by 
the .Coolidge managers. Monday 
night Frank W. Stearns of Boston, 
associated with Butler in manag- 
ing the campaign, incidentally in- 
quired of Clemens whether he 
thought Hadley would accept the 
nomination. 

The meeting today was arranged 
by Butler, however, for the specific 
purpose of making the definite in- 
quiry, and indicated quite certainly 
that the Codlidge managers were 
ready to take a hand in the nom- 
ination, also that they had not yet 
definitely picked the man they ex- 
pect to put over, also that Gov.

Dr. C. Everett Field of the Radium 
Institute of New Vork, before the 
Association for the Study and 
Cure of Cancer, meeting with the 
American Medical Association con- 
vention. 

The formula, Dr. Field said, 
was based on the theory that can- 
cer is a germ disease. The for- 
mula, he said, had been worked 
out because the X-ray and radium 
and other previously known forms 
of treatment were inadequate. 

Taking the germ theory as basic, 
Dr. Field said, the formula had 
been evolved and then 300 cases 
of cancer had been put under 
treatment. 4 

‘Forty per cent of these cases 
were definitely cured,” he added, 
explaining a preparation which 
would kill the germs withoup de- 
stroying the body tissues. | 

Developed by Detroit r. 

The new preparation is known 

as the Koch serum and was devel- 
‘nits by Dr. William Koch of De- 
troit, formerly a professor at the 
University of Detroit. 

Dr. Field made it plain that he 
was not heralding-an absolute can- 
cer cure, that it had been used 


only in clinickl cases, but that he | 


regarded it with high hope.

The plank referring to World 
War veterans begins with a pledge 
of an increasing solicitude“ for 
the disabled, coupled with an as- 
sertion that no other administra- 
tion ever accomplished so much as 
the present one in that direction. It 
is declared that management of 
the Veterans’ Bureau has been 
greatly improved and that plans 
are being made for a further im- 
provement. The number of bene- 
ficiaries has been greatly increased 
by law, it is asserted, and hospital- 
ization facilities greatly extended. 
It is recalled that appropriations 
totaling 31.100,00, have been 
made by the Republican Congress 
for care of the disabled. 

Then, without mention of the 
bonus, the party is pledged to meet 
the problems of the future “in a 
spirit of liberality” and to give to 
each veteran the full measure of 
care he merits.

Equal Rights Plea Presented. 

Members of the National League 
of Women Voters in short. brisk 
talks presented, their proposed 
measures to the Platform Commit- 
tee and were given courteous atten- 
tion. A group of seven women of 
the National Woman's party, 
by Miss Maud Younger, all wear- 
ing their colors, purple, white and 
gold, in sashes and carrying ban- 
ners and bouquets, appeared to 
plead for their blanket amendment. 
Miss Younger chose te interpret 
Representative Burton's allusion in 
his keynote speeeh to the expecta- 
tien that women Would now assume 
equal participation and responsibil- 
ity in party organization as favor- 
ing her so-called equal rights 
amendment. The other women 
speakers took @¢qually presumptu- 
ous attitudes in their demands, 


Mrs. Ann Webster, of the League 
of Women Voters, who was sched- 
uled to present the epposition view, 
did not speak. She explained after- 
ward that the whele matter had 
been threshed out before a Senate 
Committee in Washington tleng 
ago, that there remained ng fear, 
or possibility of any party subecrib- 
ing to outlawing all the protective 
legisiation that had been gained 
for women as the blanket amend- 
ment provides, so what was the use 
of wasting this committee time 
with argument? What had been 
looked forward te as a passible 
fracas therefore went hy default. 

Women Heard on 

Mrs. Henry Peabody of Boston. 
who declared she represented ten 
million women, naming al the 
women's organization which have 
taken a stand in favor ef prohibi- 
tion and enforcement of the eigh- 
teenth amendment, made an im- 


— 
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passioned appeal for a strong law 
enforcement plank in the platform. 
Several other speakers represent- 
ing dry organizations were heard 
as well as several in favor of mod- 
ifving the act. Mrs. Peabody ex- 
pressed herself afterward as high- 
ly dissatisfied with the present al- 
fusion in the tentative platform to 
law enforcement without specifi- 
cally naming the Volstead Act. 
She said she’ had received thou- 
sands of telegrams asking that a 
more definite stand be demanded 
ef the Republican party, some of 
them offering a suggestion that ap- 
peals very strongly to her, she said, 
that she be empowered to offer 
the suppo of the 10,000,000 wom- 
en Voters to the Democratic par- 
ty in exchange for a strong pro- 
hibition’ plank. Rather an appall- 
ing suggestion if it could be ear- 
ried out. 

A woman made an appeal for 
recognition of the Irish Republic if 
it ever gets on its feet and an elo- 
quent negre woman, Mrs. Christine 
Maura of New York, was heard in 
an appeal on behalf of better en- 
forcement of the fifteenth amend- 
ment in order te de away with Jim 
Crowism and discriminations 
Against her race.

A clew left behind by the ban- 
dits, when they abandoned two 
stolen motor cars at  Thirty- 
second street and Pennsylvania 
avenue, after shooting a motor 
cycle patrolman and robbing the 
bank messengers of $26,000, led to 
the arrest of Berger. 

Berger, who said he was 29 years 
old and lived at a hotel at Ninth 
and Oak streets, was arrested at 
Ninth and Cherry streets by an op- 
erative of the police miotor theft 
bureau. At police headquarters he 
was identified as the driver of the 
Cadillac car from which one of the 
two bandits shot C. L. Dyer, motor 
cycle patrolman, off his machine 
before their companions in another 
car seized the money from the bank 
messengers. 

T. F. Willis of the Willis & Web- 
er Paper Co. made the first identi- 
fication. According to the police 
Willis said he was turning his car 
south on to Main street from Eight- 
eenth street, when one of the ban- 
dits’ cars, the Cadillac, narrowly 
missed striking his car.

ALBANY, N. ¥.—Doses of work 
and light exercise is the medicine“ 
which is being used to cure thou- 
sands of insane people in this State, 
according to Dr. O. Floyd Haviland, 
this plan of treating insane and 
mentally weak patients has 
emerge from the experimental 
stage and is a complete success. 

Adult patients with minds Uke 
children have been so greatly im- 
proved by being fed work and ex- 
ercises, instead of drugs and medi- 
cine, that their parole is possible.

The. system under which this is 
accomplished is known as mental 
therapy, and New York State wos 
the first to adopt it in its institu- 
tions for the insane.

Manager Says Candidacy 
of Parent Will Not Split Vote of 
Robed Organization. 


George 10 Priest, who is manag-
